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MINISTRY OF COMMERCE AND INDUSTRY 
ORDER 

New Delhi, the 22nd June 1960 

S.O. 1598.—Whereas the Industrial undertaking known as the India Electric 
Works Limited, Calcutta is engaged in a number of scheduled industries, for in¬ 
stance, the manufacture of electric fans, motors, transformers, telephone instru¬ 
ments, accessories and fittings etc. 

And whereas the Central Government is of ihe opinion that the said industrial 
undertaking is being managed in a manner highly detrimental to the said 
scheduled industries and to public interest, and that there is likely to be a sub¬ 
stantial fall in the volume of production in respect of the said articles, for which, 
having regard to the economic conditions prevailing, there is no Justification; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 15 of the In¬ 
dustries (Development and Regulation) Act, 1951 (05 of 1951), the Central Gov¬ 
ernment hereby appoints, for the purpose of making a full and complete investi¬ 
gation into the circumstances of the case, a body of persons consisting of:
